Fulbright voted for deletion of 


a ban .against goverrtmeriial 
guarantees for financing wheat 
sales. McClellan voted against 
it, but it passed.

Congress Trys 
to End Disputes 
by Christmas 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 


dispute over the foreign aid ap- 
propriation 
bill probably will 


keep Congress from adjourning 
today, Speaker John W. Mc- 
Cormack, D-Mass., said. 


McCormack told a news con- 


ference: "I don't expect ad- 
journment today. . . I would be 
surprised if we were able to ad- 
journ." 


He figured on at least one 


more day. 


The amount of foreign aid, 


set by the House at $2.8 billion 
and the Senate at $3.27 billion, 
is in dispute, but the big stum- 
bling block is a provision af- 
fecting the proposed grain sale 
to Russia. 


This provision, written in by 


the House but rejected by the 
Senate on President Johnson's 
recommendation, would bar the 
Export-Import Bank from guar- 
anteeing credit on sales to Com- 
miinist countries. 


Conferees 
representing 
the 


two bodies had been at work 
less than an hour when Mc- 
Cormack made his prediction. 


He confirmed that congres- 


sional leaders had met with 
Johnson today but refused to 
say what had been discussed, 
except to say "several matters" 
came up. 


The conferees ended their 


first session — without agree- 
ment—just .about the time Mc- 
Cormack gave his assessment 
of the outlook. 


The representatives

two branches agreed to m e e t 
again this afternoon. 


The issue was sharply drawn 


Thursday night when the Senate 
.passed the aid bill 60-25 after 
deleting, 52-32, a House amend- 
ment to prohibit the export-im- 
port bank from guaranteeing 
credit for trade with Commu- 
nist countries.

ment by a vote-of 218-S9 Mon- 
day and Republican 1 e a d e r 
Charles A. Halleck hinted that if 
House conferees go along.with 
the Senate in knocking it out, 
House Republicans will ask that 
the bill be returned to confer- 
ence. With the House planning 
to fold up shop tonight, a dead- 
lock could result in putting the 
bill-over until next year. 


The Senate approved deletion 


of the commodity sale ban aft- 
er Senate Democratic leader 
Mike Mansfield read a letter 
from President Johnson urging 
that course. 


Johnson said sale of wheat 


and other commodities to Com 
nist nations on reasonable terms 
are "good for our farmers and 
exporters, good for our shipping 
and railroad industry, good for 
our balance of payments, and 
good for the country."

A pipe smoker is a lot like a 
porcupine. Sooner or later he's 
bound to make somebody mad. 


Pipe smoking presents a new 


social problem for those who 
don't already have enough. If 
one's wife likes the smell of his 
tobacco, his boss can't stand it, 
or vice versa. 


A pipe tobacco that suits ev- 


eryone usually tastes like mud. 


I have been a pipe afficiona- 


do for several years and have 
made an involuntary study of 
reactions of various people to 
the habit. Some politely cough. 
Others cry. 


"Does, this pipe bother you?" 


the smoker asks innocently. 


"Oh no (gasp), not at all." 
Yet pipe smoking has its 


brighter side. Many women are 
enchanted by the smell and 
can't get close enough to the 
gentleman with the briar. 


Smoking a pipe progresses 


from an experiment to a habit 
to a hobby to an obcession. But 
hobby is the best word for it. 
Every veteran 
pipe sn »ker 


takes pride in his rack. He may 
not have smoked certain '.ipes 
for years, and lu"s wife badgers 
him to throw them out. But 
each one holds certain senti- 
mental significance. 


The one with the crooked stem 


and the lion carved on the bowl 
was bought in the mountains 
and dropped into a stream the 
day you caught that five-pound 
bass. 


The 
yellow-stemmed, 
pipe 


with the broken, bit was 
to you by your sp* Q» 9 


mas long ago. 


The pipe smoker is aided in 


his avocation 
by 
thoughtful 


merchandisers who provide all 
kinds of chemicals and tools for 
cleaning, and issue dire warn- 
ings against the use of knives 
or other simple objects for op- 
erating on pipes. 


There are four main kinds of 


pipes. The briar is cut from 
roots of briar plants around the 
Mediterranean. Meerschaum is 
dug in Asia Minor. The cala- 
bash, perhaps the most rare 
and often most prized, is a 
South African gourd. 


The only truly American pipe 


is the corncob. Its place in his- 
tory was assured when Gen. 
Douglas 
MacArthur 
stepped 


onto a Pacific beach with the 
stem of one clamped between 
his teeth. 


The corn cob is priced from 


a quarter to several dozen dol- 
lars. Andrew Jackson was said 
to have owned hundreds of 
pipes, sent to him by admirers 
all over the world, but his fav- 
orite was a venerable cob. 


The pipe once marked its 


smoker as a contented man. 
Now it is smoked in offices and 
construction yards with the vig- 
or of the new pace of the space 
age. 


The pipe has evoked poetry 


and 
prose. 
Samuel Cowper 


wrote, "The pipe with solemn 
interposing puffs makes half a 
sentence at a time enough." 


And an old ballad called 


"Content and a Pipe" goes:

Moscow Lifts 
the Ghana 
Blockade 


MOSCOW (AP) - Soviet po- 


lice lifted their blockade of Gha- 
na's embassy today as the in- 
dignation of African students 
over the death of a fellow stu- 
dent appeared to simmer down. 


Ghana's 
ambassador, John 


B. Elliot, asked police protection 
Thursday to prevent f u r t h e r 
damage to the embassy result- 
ing from anti-SovJet demonstra- 
tions by the students. 


Some 500 Africans, most of 


them from Ghana, stormed into 
Red Square Wednesday to pro? 
test the death of 29-year-old Ed- 
mund Asare-Addo of Ghana, a 
medical student. The students 
said he had been stabbed to 
death by a Russian because he 
wanted to marry a Russian girl; 


The Soviet government said 


he had frozen to death after get- 
ting drunk. His body, was found 
in a field outside Moscow last 
Friday. 
• 


Before their march through 


JVfpscow, the students massed at 
the .embassy/ A large number 
went inside, damaging chairs, 
pictures and locks, Elliot said. 


During the blockade, all ap- 


proaches to the building were 
sealed off. Only persons with 
appointments at the embassy 
were permitted through the po- 
lice line. 


Elliot .said he had received a 


Soviet autopsy report, on the 
dead student. He said it was 
still being translated. 


State Urged to 
Review Their 
Election Laws 


I WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 
ident Johnson urged today that 
the states review their election 
Jaws with a view to removing 
all unreasonable restrictions on 
voting. 


Johnson's statment was is- 


sued on receiving the report of 
a presidential commission that 
recommended, among o t h e r 
things, dropping of the mini- 
mum age for voters to 18, and 
the scrapping of poll taxes and 
literacy tests as qualifications 
for voting. 


Johnson said that it now is 


easier to buy a gun or enlist in 
the armed forces than it is to 
vote. 


He said that he is hopeful 


that, in the next presidential 
election, three out of three eli- 
gible voters will cast ballots for 
president, instead of two out of 
three. 
. Reporters and photographers 
were admitted to the Cabinet 
Room to hear Johnson read his 
statement. 


Johnson said he will send to 


all governors the commission's 
proposal that each state estab- 
lish a state body to review its 
election laws. 


Johnson said the commis- 


sion's report calls attention to 
the little-recognized fact, that 
restrictive 
statues 
and pro- 


cedures deny many citizens the 
right to register and vote — or 
at least make it virtually im- 
possible for them to do so. 


"Such denials contradict one 


of the basic principles u p o n 
Which this nation was founded 
— the principle of government 
by consent of the governed," he 
said. 


The 11-member commission 


prepared its report at the direc- 
tion of the late President John 
P. Kennedy.

Premier Khrushchev appears 


to have won only a partial vic- 
tory with the new Soviet bud- 
get, 
possibily 
through 
com- 


promise after a clash in the 
Kremlin hierarchy. 


The battle may not be over. 


Some oddities about the Soviet 
budget 
session 
suggest 
that 


Khrushchev is encountering op- 
position. 


The big argument seems to 


revolve about defense spending. 
The Supreme Soviet—a rubber- 
stamp parliament — was told 
Monday that the defense bud- 
get is being cut next year by 
the equivalent of $666 million. 
Actually, that is not much of a 
cut. And in the Soviet budget 
s is impossible to determine 
what money appropriated un- 
der other titles goes toward de- 
fense. 


When relations between the 


United State's and the Soviet Un- 
ion are bad, the Soviet military 
budget can be expected to go 


, 
up. The Soviet people know that 
deep international crises mean 
little hope for abundant consum- 
er goods. Therefore, reductions 


Cof tension are popular. 


Khrushchev made points with 


the Soviet public this year by 
reaching agreement with the 
United States and Britain on a 
limited ban on nuclear tests. If 
he then attempted to head to- 
ward o t h e r agreements, he 


seemed to run into some stony 
opposition. 


A curious tug-and-puU in So- 


viet foreign policy this year was 
reflected by shifts in emphasis. 
Sometimes the stress was on 
agreements, reduction of mili- 
tary budgets and disarmament. 
At other times these purported 
aims were pushed into the back- 
ground in favor of aggressive 
talk about the Berlin-German 
Questions and the tensions in 
the Far East. 


Such developments as the ar- 


rest of an American professor 
as a spy and a series of inci- 
dents on the Berlin Autobahn 
could have been the work of 
those resisting a lessening of 
tensions. Khrushchev, seeking a 
respite sufficient to permit mas- 
sive concentration on the econo- 
my. 


There is other evidence of be- 


hind-scenes t u s s l e s . Khru- 
shchev's program for vastly in- 
creased fertilizer production to 
attack 
agriculture's 
ailments 


was openly criticized by a group 
of economists, who may have 
been egged 
on by 
powerful 


forces. They advanced valid- 
sounding arguments against so 
heavy a fertilizer investment 
while the U.S.S.R. still lacks 
sufficient labor and transport to 
get it to the farms and apply it 
to the land. 


Khrushchev advocated a pro- 


gram which envisaged spending 
the equivalent of $46 billion over 
seven years on the chemical 
industry. He came out 'of the 
inner party debate with appro- 
priations 
for 
1964-65 totaling 


only about a tenth of that.

E. Germans 
Out to Win 
Recognition

BERLIN (AP) — The East 


German Communists probably 
will not wait long before inten- 
sifying their drive to whittle 
away the Western Allies' rights 
in West Berlin and win interna- 
tional recognition for the Red 
regime. 


A few hours after signing an 


agreement with the West Ber- 
lin city government Tuesday al- 
lowing West Berliners to visit 
relatives in East Berlin during 
Christmas, Communist Deputy 
Premier 
Alexander 
Abusch 


told a news conference this 
step 
will 
"be 
followed 
by 


further steps to normalize rela- 
tions." 


In communist jargon, to "nor 


malize relations" means to re- 
move Western troops from West 
Berlin, a goal first announced 
by Premier Khrushchev in 1958. 


The East Germans gloated as 


if 
the agreement meant 
the 


West Berlin government —and 
with it the Allies — recognized 
the Red regime as a legal Ger- 
man 
government. They 
also 


acted as if the West Berlin gov- 
ernment, by signing the agree- 
ment, showed itself to be a sep- 
arate entity isolated from the 
West, a claim the Reds have 
voiced many- times. 


Because West Berlin Mayor 


Willy Brandt has said repeat- 
edly he would not negotiate 
with the East German govern- 
ment, it seemed at first glance 
that 
the 
Communists 
had 


scored an important victory. 


But the joint protocol on the 


agreement says neither aide 
could agree on "terminology" 
of places, authorities and 
offi- 


cials. 


In other words, East Berlin 


still is East Berlin and West 
BerJin still is just that, and 
both sides acknowledged this. 


It thus appears that neither 


side won a political victory. 
But both went further in the 
negotiations than they were or- 
iginally willing to go. West Ber- 
lin placed its signature on a 
legal document with the East 
Germans, who in turn publicly 
said they could not agree on 
what to call each other. 


The Communists can be ex- 


pected to point to the talks and 
say: "See how easy it is to get 
together?" 


At the same time, the West 


can be expected to welcome 
further talks with the East Ger- 
mans if these might lead to 
cracking the Red wall and so 
long as Western Allied protec- 
tion for West Berlin is not 
touched. 


State Water 
Projects 
Approved 


OZARK, Ark. (AP) - The 


president of the Arkansas River 
Valley Association said today 
that word of congressional ap- 
proval of the $816 million com- 
promise water projects authori- 
zation 
bill 
was 
"gratifying 


news." 


"This means construction can 


go ahead on schedule," said Jeta 
Taylor of Ozark, who heads the 
river group. There had been in- 
dications that Congress might 
adjourn for the year without 
passing the bill because of some 
controversial features not in- 
volving Arkansas. 


A dispute between the Senate 


and House ended Wednesday 
when the Senate gave in and 
agred to pass the bill without 
the controversial Knowsles Dam 
(Montana) project. 


If the bill had been held up, 


construction work in the valley 
would have been suspended in 
late January or early February 
of next year because Army En- 
gineers would have lacked au- 
thorization to spend money on 
it, Taylor said. 


The bill carries $157 million 


for the Arkansas River Valley 
projects, including $20 million 
for completion of the Dardanelle 
Dam, $11 million for construc- 


tion 
of downstream 
low-rise 


locks and dams, $18 million for 
bank stablization and $285,000 to 
complete plans for a high-rise 
lock and dam at Ozark. 


Taylor said that money for a 


start on construction of the Oz- 
ark dam should be in the budget 
which President Johnson sub- 
mits to Congress in January.
